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To amend the Laws regulating the Registra- 
tion of Parliamentary Voters in Counties in 
Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Act of Twenty- 
seven and Twenty-eiglit Victoria, Chapter Twenty-two, 
by providing that when any Order shall have been made 
constituting or altering any Polling District in any County by 
5 dividing any Barony or Half Barony, the List of Persons entitled 
to vote at such new or altered Pulling Districts should be revised 
immediately after the making of the said Order : Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
10 Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Prom and immediately after the Publication in the Dublin 
Gazette of any such Order which may lie made after the passing 
of this Act, the Provisions of the Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, and 
15 Twelfth Sections of the said Act, Twenty-seventh and Twenty- 
eighth Victoria, Chapter Twenty-two, shall apply, mutatis mutandis, 
and the necessary Envision shall take place accordingly : Provided 
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always, that the List of Voters, when published, revised, and 
delivered to the Sheriff, shall be the List of Voters for polling 
at the Places appointed for the newly constituted Divisions for 
the Year ending on the Thirtieth Day of November in which the 
said Revision shall have taken place. 5 

2. If any Election shall take place before such Revision shall 
have been completed, and the revised Lists shall have been delivered 
to the Sheriff of the County, the polling at such Election shall 
proceed as if such Order had not been made. 

3. It shall be lawful for the Chairman of the County, if he shall 10 
so think fit, to revise all future Lists of Voters for any new District 

at any of the Places in which the Lists of Voters had been previously 
revised for the Barony or Half Barony from which such new District 
shall have been constituted : Provided always, that Notice shall be 
given of the Time and Place of such Revision, Ten Rays before 15 
holding the same, in the same Manner as is required by Thirteen 
and Eourteen Victoria, Chapter Sixty-nine, Section Eorty-six. 

4. Whereas it is expedient to provide for the Remuneration of 
Collectors of Poor Rates who shall be required by the Chairman of 
any County to attend before him at any Revision Court held by 20 
him hi pursuance of the Thirteenth and Eourteenth of Victoria, 
Chapter Sixty-nine, or any Act amending the same : Be it enacted 
that the Provisions of the Seventy-third Section of the Thirteenth 
and Eourteenth of Victoria, Chapter Sixty-nine, shall apply mutatis 
mutandis to the Collectors of Poor Rates attending such Revision 25 
Courts. 

5. This Act shall be construed together with the said Act 
Twenty-seven and Twenty-eight Victoria, Chapter Twenty-two, as 
One Act, except so far as the said Act is hereby altered. 
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
